the fifth, or spare, tire on a private 
motor car. 
As for vacations, Patterson said 
the forthcoming rationing of gaso­ 
line would go a long way toward 
tailing care of that question. 
‘ There is no question of the seri­ 
ousness of our present rubber situ­ 
ation if present driving habit* con­ 
tinue,’’ Patterson said 
‘‘Wasteful 
practice* of the past must soon be­ 
come only a memory. 
"The time may come when some 
workers in war plants will have to 
have tile benefit of tires now in use 
on private cars.”

Washington, May 7 (AP) — The 
! War Department announced today 
i that approximately 11,574 soldiers, 
sailors, marines and civilians pre- 
j sumably were captured by the Japa- 
i nese on Corregidor and the other 
Manila bay forts. 
The estimate was based on re­ 
port* received up to April 15. a com­ 
munique said, and did not take into
